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RAILROAD GRANT LANDS 


The holdings of some of the railroads 


running westward is large and valuable. 
In the earlier years proceeding and fol- 
lowing the war of the. rebellion, it was 
thought the development of the country 
required the assistance of the federal 
government, and as a result great areas 
of public land were given away in aid of 
construction. This land of course was 
intended for agricultural land and was 
supposed at tlir time to be so indicated 
with the mineral lands exempted from 
location under the land grants. This 
has not been always the case, however, 
and despite efforts mnde to regain min- 
eral lands it is believed more than one 
road vet holds control of many thou- 
sands'of acres of practically mineral 
eroutid. Then again these grants have 
been undoubtedly taken advantage of 
and the conditions presumed would be 
fulfilled have not been carried out, with 
the result every so often of announce- 
ments the government ha* brought suit 
to announce the supposed grants cover- 
ing up into the millions of acres. These 
items announce the beginning of the gov- 
ernment's intentions but unfortunately 
the item announcing the success of the 
government, must be unnoticed by the 
casual reader. 


A late circular issued by an eastern 


bond dealing house gives some little in- 
formation as to the great amount of 
lands held by the Southern Pacific rail- 
road which are said to be immensely val- 
uable.

A complaint voiced by a prominent

The evils as all fully 
comprehend, lie in the trusted form, in 
the corporations banded together in the 
various forms able legal minds 
have 


fashioned. Public sen-ice corporations 
are concerned in this definition naturally, 
but the provisions are not exactly of 
that character that will ascertain the 
facts of such importance to the country 
neither as to these or others of semi- 
public nature. 


Right in this connection it is not for- 


gotten that a few weeks ago the Depart- 
ment, of Commerce and Labor instruct- 
ed corporations they 
need no longer 


make public in their reports the names 
of ten leading stockholders. Just why 
this was done has never been explained, 
but it may serve to show publicity is 
not evidently a consuming thirst us it 
were. This provision should certainly be 
restored.

As a result the'price of'meat is- 
away up. While the" farmers arc pro- 
ducing more bee£.,eye'ry .-year, they are 
ho? producing, enough% to meet the in- 
crease, in population. > I do-not look for 
the prices to decrease materially .soon." 


The secretary was asked- if the west- 


ern farmers were really investing such 
large sums of. money in automobiles. 


"There is -too much1 troth in these re- 


ports,'' he responded. "The farmer- is 
out of debt; he has paid for his farm, 
his fences and--his machinery. He has 
money in'his pockets and big crop's con- 
tinue-.to .come on. He is- afraid to in- 
vest in. eastern securities • lest -a year 
might bring, trouble' there.

Has Been At Head of Kentucky Diocese 


for Forty Years 


LOUISVILLE, 
- Ky., Sept. 
17.—The 


Right Rev. William George MfcCloskey. 
bishop of the Catholic diocese of; 'Ken.- 
tucky and the oldest Catholic bishop in 
the United States, both in years and in 
.point of continuous service, died today 
cl the ailments incident to old age. The 
bishop was in his eighty-sixth yea'r. He 
had been the head of the Kentucky dio- 
cese for-forty-one years and was hon- 
ored and loved by Catholics and Protest- 
ants alike. 


Bifihop McCloskey was 
ordained 
a 


priest at New .York in 1852 and became 
assistant pastor of the Church' of the 
Nativity in that city. 


When the American college in Rome 


was founded by Pius IX, Dr. MoCloskey 
was selected for the position of presi- 
dent. He filled the place with ability 
for more than 23 years. -Dr. McCloskey 
was consecrated bishop of 'Louisville 
May 24, 1868.

Enormous Hout of the Sun,—The heat 


of the sun is «irh an enormous qunnt.il> 
that :t is almost impossible for Uic 
finite mind to conceive its size. It 1ms 
been estimated that if we could bniltl a 
solid column of ice two and onn-half 
miles thick from the earth to the sun, a 
distance equal to 93,000,000 miles, and 
concentrate the sun's heat on it, th«t 
it would melt in o single second. It has 
also been estimated thnt the heat from 
one square foot of the sun's surface, if 
made to do work, would keep in contin- 
ual action an engine of 10,000 horao 
power. The earth itself receives a very 
small proportion of the sun's heat, only 
about 
one-two thousand-millionth. .It 


radiates most of this from day to dn-y, 
keeping probobly only almut one-thou- 
sandth of it stored up in chemical ener- 
gy in niiimulH and plantsnnevaporated 
watfr. This ovaporatiun of water in il> 
splf is one of the most wonderful pro- 
cesses of nature. If a unit muss of wat- 
er at a certain temperature is changed 
into vapor at the' same temperature a 
certain ordinarily at intervals of about 
eighteen months.

To Cool Water Without Ice.—The fol- 


lowing is an excellent method of cool 
mg water: Fill a gallon bottle and then 
wet a crash towel or any other cloth

day the cooler the water. 
This is the 


principle of the ice plant. As the moist 
ure is evaporated from the towel the 
heat is drawn from the water, leaving it 
cool and pleasant.

For many years the poverj 
ul lumbering interests iij that state 
have been hungrily eyeing these timber 
xpanses," it is charged. Early itt tS* 
uminer the administration of toe .timber 
ands in the Indian reserves was taken 
away from the bureau of forestry and 
returned to the bureau of Indian. af: 
airs, where the law intended it should 
3e, and which'as a matter of fact paid 
he employes in the timbered portions 
if the Indian reservations. 


Senator La Follette apparently con- 


siders the relief of Forester Pinchot as 
administrator of the Indian reserve tim- 
>er a poor move, and, accordingly, it is 
reported that a short tims ago he s^nt 
a letter to President Taft, setting forth 
specific instances of where the Indian 
bureau as a, timber administrator wan 
somcthfng of a failure. 


Matter Veiled in Secrecy 


This .letter, it is admitted, has been 


received by the interior department, and 
an answer thereto has been sect 
to 


President Taft. 


The .general veil of secrecy which has 


alien over the interior department since 
the Ballinger-Pinchot-GlavU tangle ap- 
pears to have covered all the other do- 
ngs of that department as well, and it 
je impossible to obtain any of the de- 
tails of Senator La Toilette's complaint 
or the answer thereto from that source. 


It is reported, however, that Assist- 


ant Secretary Pierce has made vigorous 
denial of the assertion that the Indian 
Bureau has abandoned the policy of pro- . 
tecting the interests of the Indians or 
of conserving their forests. On the con- 
trary, it is said he undertakes to show 
in detail that the interior department 
has provided a more elficient system 
of protection and conservation than the 
forest officials ever had worked out and 
at less expense. 


Ballinger Sought to Rule 


The 'removal of the Indian forests 


from,the jurisdiction of Forester Pin- 
chot was among the first scries of ad- 
ministrative jolts which tell of the lot 
of that official •'at the hands of Sec- 
retary Ballinger. Finding that the In- 
dian bureau received an allotment for 
the care of the forests on the Indian 
reserves, the marketing of lumber and 
the prevention of forest fires there, Sec- 
retary Ballinger thought it no more thin 
proper that 
the interior department 


should give direct attention to the dis- 
bursement of these funds instead 
of 


leaving that duty to Forester Pinchot. 


There is a report that Mr. Pierce's 


letter in reply to Senator La Follette's 
complaint contains a. few statements 
about extravagance and impractical uses 
o'f the money of Indians vnich are like- 
ly to stir the forestry bureau to a spicy 
rejoinder.
